Englishmen readily sympathize with the 
efforts of members of the American Senate to 
further regulate immigration, In England the 
question of prohibiting the introduction of 
pauper immigration which is still allowed 
here has become a burning one. Numbers of 
public men of all shades of opinion pronounce 
sgainst the system, the result of

Bowman filed a suit for 
a divoree in the St. Louis Circuit Court from 
his wife, Parr | Bowman, May 2, 1886, alleging 
she had fail to perform her witely duties, 
had resorted to questionable surgical aid on 
several occasions and bad seriousiy impaired 
her own health. For reason of the consequent 
indignity of his position he asked a divorce. 
The allegations were indignantly denied by 
Mrs: Bowman, who on June 18 filed an answer 
and crose-bill. She said in this document that 
she was married to F. J. Bowman June 28, 
1867, and from that time demeaned herself as a 
true and loyal wife, though he had 
been for a i time unmindful of his duties 
toward her or four or five years, she sid. 
he had indulged in studied neglect of her and 
her pleasures; had been cross and irritable. 
For three years he er spent much of his time 
away from home, though in the city 
much of the time, had spent his Sundays and 
8 away from her. He had concealed 
from her his whereabouts, motives and 
causes of his absences. For two years he 
consented only to the most ordinary 
and indifferent communication with her. 
after a littie pretense Bowman withdrew his 
petition, and on June 2, 1886, the day before 
the nineteenth anniversary of their wedding, 
a decree of divorce was entered under the 
cross-bill of Mrs. Bewman.

Hardly had the smoke ofthis affair cleared 
away when 31 saw in Washington 
personals egraphed to local papers, 
meutions of Frank J. Bowman and wife 
among the arrivals there.

THE IMPORTANT QUESTIONS. 


Probability That Congress Will Pass a Mens- 
ure Lowering Duties and Decreasing 
Revenue—Tarifi the Issue of the Next 


Campaign—Benefits of the Proposed Re- 
duction — Free Trade Silly Talk—The

WasHiIneTon, D. O., December 14.—As 
was telegraphed to the Post-DiIsPaTCH Mon 
day, Congressman Roger Q. Mills of Texas, 
who was second on the Committee of Ways 
and Means in the last Congress under Mr. 


Morrison and who is, after Speaker Carlisle, 


conspicuously the best informed man on 


tariff questions in the present House, will cer- 


tainly be appointed Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. He will, therefore, have 


the chief part in framing the tariff bill which is 
_ the momentous question in the present ses- 
- sion. 


Until the actual fact of his appoint- 
ment Congressman Mills is naturally 
reticent as to his intentions,. but to- 
day consented to give to the Post-DISPATCH 
correspondent an outline of his views 
which will be found to be very suggestive and 
important.

Zo the Editor of the World: 

Replying to f note, I beg to say that I 
think the President is rignt in demanding that 
the Treasury surpius be reduced, that the tax 
upon whisky and tobacco be retained, and 
that there be ‘‘a wise and fair revision’’ of the 
tariff. But I also think he feebly suggests 
some wise remedies and strongly urges wrong 
ones. He obviously sees sufficient relief for 
any surplus in the repeal of the duty upon tea, 
coffee and other necessaries which we cannot 
produce in this country. He suggests 
this in an incidenta way in a 
few words. This incidental suggestion is 
by far his best point. With a surplus in the 
Treasury, why punish us by a fine upon these 
articles simply because we cannot produce 
them?

OF GOVERNMENTAL TELEGRAPHY. 


ihe Idea First Introduced by the Knights of 
Labor General Assembly in 1884—Ap-

NEW YORK, December l4.—An official circu- 
lar has just been received By the Knights of 
Labor assemblies in this city from General 
Master Workman T. V. Powderly on the sub- 
ject of governmental telegraphy. In laying 
the subject before the erder Mr. Powderly 
says that the idea of establishing a govern- 
mental system of telegraphy was first intro- 
duced and approved at the Philadelphia ses- 
sion’ of the General Assembly in 1884, and 
since then he has never heard a word spoken 
in opposition to the plan by any member of 
the erder, and he expects that the order will 
be heard from during the present session of 
Congress, ‘‘inno uncertain or unmistakable 
tones.’’ 

To-day,“ says Mr. Powderly, the West- 
ern Union stands practically without a rival. 
The only power that can compete with it isthe 
United States Government. One after another 
every attempt to establish competing lines 
has been killed off. The Atlantic & Pacific 
was driven to the wall and swallowed up; then 
came the Pacific & Atlantic Company, which 
met with the same fate; the Continental Tele- 
graph Company made a struggle for existence 
and was finally drawn into the whirlpool; the 


United States Telegraph Company entered the 


lists, made an effort to carry on a legitimate 
business, but was stamped out of existence. 
The American Union and the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Companies were also made food 
for ' 

THE WESTERN UNION’S INSATIATE MAW. 
The American Rapid Telegraph Company had 
a brief run, and was finally absorbed by the 
Baltimore & Ohio. The Bankers & Mer- 
chants’ Telegraph Company fought for its 
life for a short time, but eventually suc- 
cumbed to the Baltimore & Ohio. While the 
General Assembly was in session in Minne- 
apolis the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Com- 
pany itself struck its flag, surrendered, and 
was devoured by the anaconda known as 
Gouldism. What was once looked upon as a 
rival is absorbed, and to-day Jay Gould is the 
practical owner of that part of the United 
States that he wishes to take. He rules abso- 
lutely the destinies of the American people. 
Jay Gould has gone as far as he ought to go in 
his career of rapacity. The system he repre- 
sents can be displaced if the people awake 
from their siumbers..

Notes Under the Dome. 


Judge Barclay to-day rendered an important 
decision in a suit involving liability for un- 
paid stock subscription in the case of the St. 
Louis Bolt & Iron Company against the ex- 
ecutrix of the late James H. McLean. This 
was a proceeding by a judgment-creditor of 
the Great Western Rallroad Supply Com- 
pany to subject the amount due 
by certain subscribers for unpaid stock in 
the latter company to the payment of the un- 
satisfied judgment debts. The Great Western 
Railroad Supply Company was organized under 
the laws of Lilinois and those laws create a 
liability of stockholders to the company for 
their subscriptions by virtue of their contract 
to that effect and also prescribe special reme- 
dies or modes of énforcing such lability. So far 
as these laws relate to the forms of remedy or 
mode of procedure they have no extra terri- 
torial force or effect, but the liability of stock 
subscribers to réspond for corporate debts to 
the extent of unpaid subscriptions exists in 
Missourl by means of the equitable remedy 
of a creditor’s bill without the aid of and 
without reference to the Lilinois statutes. 

The defendaauts were indebted for stock sub- 
scriptien to a greater amount than the claims 
of the creditors before the court, and if there 
had been transfers of the stock since it was 
subscribed would not relieve the 
original where the sub- 
scription remained unpaid. Unpaid stock 
subscriptions are a trust fund “for 
the payment of corporate liabilities and may 
be reached and appiied thereto by a creditor’s 
bill. Each stockholder is liable to the extent 
of his due tothe company, and if either re- 
sponds for more than his proportion he has a 
remedy against his associates for contribution. 
This has n expressly decided by 

the United States Supreme Court. 

There will be a decree for the St. Louis Bolt 

and Iron Company and a decree declaring the 
claims of creditors. a charge on the unpaid 
stock. A reference must be made to report 
the present amount of the unsatisfied oredit - 
ors’ claims.

Bond on Rate Outting. 


NEW Tom, December 14.—Vice-President 
Bond of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
talked with a reporter yesterday in regard to 
rate cutting in the Northwest. He said: ‘‘I 
am not advised sufficiently as to details to give 


you any idea of what changes have been made 
or are contemplated in rates, but this should 
be remembered in reading the dispatches of 
rate reductions. Before the interstate law was 
in effect, secret cutting was indulged in and 
little was heard about it. Now, if any 
readjustment of rates is desired, ‘notice {s 
given and the newspaper correspondents 
make the most of it. The notices given at 
times of an intention to reduce tariffs do not 
necessarily involve a reduction. In other 
days the roads were associated in pools for 
dividing the traffic; now they are simply asso- 
ciations te maintain rates. If readjustments 
are deemed ad visable a road gives notice of an 
intended reduction soas to be able to put the 
rates into effect, an agreement 
with its competitors cannot be reached 
before the ate of the expiration of 
the notice. As I + understand it, 
the question of reducing Iowa and Missouri 
rates is to be decided upon December 20, and 
the reduction may not be made. The threat- 
ened trouble comes from the action of the 
ceiver of the Wabash. He declares that 6 
must put down Illinois State rates in order to 
conform to the interstate rates established by 
the trunk line system. 

„Of course, ifthe Wabash reduces its rates, 
the other Illinois roads must do the same. The 
Ohſeago & Alton announces that if the Wabash 
makes the reduction it threatens it will carry 
the lower basis through to Kansas as That 
will, of course, compel the Chicago, Burlin 
ton & Quincy to follow, and the reductions w 1 
doubtiess force a readjustment more or less 
on the lines running to Oeuncil Bluffs. But 
this will not affect the vast territory north of 
the Omaha line nor the lines into Dakota. 
Most of the reductions of which notice has 
been given in the last few months,’’ continued 
Mr. Bond, have not been made. as before the 
time expires the roads decided to make no 
change. I do not believe there have been an 
material reductions in rates this year, al- 
though there have been vent readjust- 
ments required by the interstate law. But the 

ss earnings of the roads show for them- 
selves that the readjustments have not less- 

ened thetotal returns from traffic. In fact, I 
believe that the granger roads have obtained 
better rates under the new law than they did a 
year ago when secret cutting was in vogue.’’
